DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference character "54" has been used to designate both a vacuum pump and 
a cleaning mechanism, in Fig. 3. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 
1 .121 (d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be 
labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be 
notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: "52" for a cleaning mechanism. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of 
the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the 
figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is 
being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application 
must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121 (d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
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applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

3. Figure 2 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

4. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it has multiple grammatical 
errors. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

5. 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, requires the specification to be written in "full, 
clear, concise, and exact terms." The specification is replete with terms which are not 
clear, concise and exact. The specification should be revised carefully in order to 
comply with 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. Examples of some unclear, inexact or 
verbose terms used in the specification are: "therefore, the cleaner from the cleaning 
device 54 is ejected to the chamber 68, so that may be cleaned the chamber 68 by 
cleaner", (page 4, lines 15-18) and "in order to finish the above-mentioned package 
process, the chamber 24 of the substrate 10 has to efficiently cleaned, so as to 
decrease the particle" (pages 1-2, line 21, line 1). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign 
document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

8. Claims 4-5 recite the limitation "the" in "cleaner". There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in these claims. 

9. The terms "end" and "seal-up body" in claim 1 are relative terms which render the 
claim indefinite. The terms "end" and "seal-up body" are not defined by the claim, the 
specification does not provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one 
of ordinary skill in the art would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the 
invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

10. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

11. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being unpatentable by 
Paranjpe (US Patent No. 5494526). 

12. Paranjpe teaches a semiconductor processing system which comprises a 
cleaning room 12, with a cleaning agent 34, and a vacuum pump 18 is arranged within 
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the cleaning room 12. The substrate 16 is mounted to the top end, Fig. 1, of the 
cleaning room 12. A cleaning device 28 is mounted on the bottom end of the cleaning 
room 12, Fig. 1 . The room has a seal-up body - inherent in a room which is rapidly 
lowering the pressure in the room via a vacuum pump (Column 3, Lines 33-56). The 
seal up body includes at least 3 walls - including a lower element, a periphery wall, and 
an upper cover, Fig 1. The cleaning agent 34 may be nitrogen or carbon dioxide 
(Column 5, Lines 5-31). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

13. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

14. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Paranjpe 
(US Patent No. 5494526). 

15. Paranjpe does not teach the use of water as a cleaning liquid; however, water is 
ubiquitous in the art of cleaning processes. It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to modify Paranjpe to create a 
cleaning device capable of supplying water which is cheap, effective, and a standard 
cleaning solvent.
